But the real aim is, o r sho uld be, to 
avo id war. 
And militarism no mo re insures peace no w than 
it did befo re the big war, when German militarism saw that 
(v ery scho o l co ld was taught, “ Germany is the Fatherland, 
ringed abo ut by fo es.” 
Germany 
tried 
o nce 
to 
break 
thro ugh that ring, and will try again if it hinds her. 
( o neiliatio n avo ids the need o f fo rce. 
It seeks to eliminate 
an enemy by making him a friend, o r at least a neutral. It 
substitutes co -o peratio n fo r military and diplo matic co mpeti­ 
tio n. 
Germany , much chastened in spite o t her o* easio nal brist­ 
ling, seems ready to meet such effo rts half way . 
If France 
will o nly co mmit herself unreservedly to co -o peratio n in mat­ 
ters o f mutual interest, with arbitratio n o f disputes, all may 
y et be well in western and central Euro pe. 
Or. if there is 
failure, then France will no t be at fault.
